He is at 
his best in this kind of water, but when he gets over his head 
discussing Bergler's nipple regression theory and a rather cur¬

For al) the good that can bp said about this book, and it is 
Cory's most mature work and cap supply valuable information to 
non- homosexual readers. wo must comment that, unfortunately, he 
nowhere presents a positivo vj,ow of the lesbian life.

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History of the Homophile Movement 
by Donald Webster Cory 

M is a nation pf jaintJFSl Thws bf?R AwMsP bean chqrq?l«rl&ed by 
numerous foreign ylallprs qrsfj gfeteptec?, y<hp mpr.vplfld qt the pfplifpra- 
tjon of organizations fqund 'R Qyetry 'aspect of American Life. -‘The 
Americans of all qgqf, oil cprK^ilions and pil dispositions constantly 
form association?/' wrote dcTaeciuevllle following his visit to this coun¬ 
try, and then cqnljniiitdl "The Americans mqkp associations to give 
entertainments, |o found establishment? far education, to send mission? 
aries to the antipodes, Wherever ql the head pf some new understood? 
ing you see the gpwecnmjmi of frqnse sr a men «f rank in England, in 
the United States you will ha svte te find pp association/' 

Fifty million Amqrifipns belong tp qne pr mare organizations, a 
commentator op the sgslsl scene wrote In the thirties, qpd h» desfirlbed 
a few of them) rRditol and spinprvHiivB, riiuolls.lM, boisterous, esoteric: 
groups of popple who had bonded ipgother, In same instances fpr aid 
to themselves pnd each Other, Ip spme instances in Older to effectuate 
some social change- 

Nevertheless, amid the numerous organizations that punctuated 
the Amertcqn seen??, there Is rip record thpt homosexuals, their friends, 
or their defenders, attempted IP far™ a» organization to Influence the 
public, to allqy hpilllity, to bring about legal and social change or 
even to aid themselves and each other, until only a decade Pr two qgo. 
And to understand why a large country with a strong tradition pf as? 
soclallon, with the concept of freedom of assembly strongly implanted 
on the consciousness qf it* citizens, did not find organizational form 
for this group, qne must focus attention on the Puritan tradition, which 
relegated thing* sfl*up| to backroom snickering and banned them from 
the respectable forums pf social «pnlrayer»y, 

During the nineteen thirties, as the subject of sox, Ip Its more ac- 
ceptable aspects, become a matter of frequent discussion, a few in¬ 
dividuals gathered, here and thoro, to venture the thought that an 
organized movement ip thp field of homosexuality might bo possible. 
A small effort In that direction seems tp have been started in Chicago, 
but police action brought disruption before the small group had taken 
its first steps fpry/a^* Mony people In these United States were looking 
abroad, to the influential movement that had been led by Magnus 
Hlrsehfiold in Germany for many years before It was destroyed by 
Hitler? to a higher Intellectual, If less influential, formal group centered 
around Edword Carpenlor In England, In the United States, with Its 
stronger tradition of association, with its powerful feeling that per- 
meales the pppulqcQ of sympathy for ih© underdog, with its cultural 
, pluralism that fosters organization in many separato and evon con- 
* flicling ways: would not this country be a fertile ground for giving 
voice to the voicojess homosexual community? 

Numerous forcos converge to produce the beginnings of what has 
come to be known as the American liomophile movement: thp break¬ 
down of traditional sexual standards during and after the Second 
World War? the bombshell of the. first Kinsey report? the new sympathet¬ 
ic attitude arising toward all those In emotional and psychological dls- 
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tress; the emphasis on problems of ethnic minorities that bmuaht with 
tt a widespread qvygtpntmi °f *ych cgn^^pJ^ as prejudk^ stereo^ 
rype—these were tag! q few factor? that helped prpduse lt«* fkM orgam- 
zatlons. At the sqme time, persecutions in the government, discrimination 
by veterans' argcjnizglipps, cmd Increase of the Invasion of privacy and 
destruction of civil rights-these actions silenced many, but lott a tew 
determined to struggle, particularly through the form of organization. , 
Thus was formed the Veterqns Benevolent Associption, in New York 
City, which thrived for some seven or eight years. Although its emphasis 
was on social relations, on donees pnd picnics and WtinOS, " neverthe¬ 
less held lectures, hpd discussions, pnd constituted the first effort on 
the American scene for a group Q< homosexuals tp m»Nt quite openly. 

In the early 1950% in New York, the writer organized an un¬ 
official, unstructured, and unnamed group that mol about once a 
month, with attendant ranging from about twenty tp fifty, ppeh meet¬ 
ing led by a speaker who conducted a discussion on same aspect ot 
homosexuality. Some of the members of the organizations constituting 
ECHO were at several gf these meetings. 

Groups were burgeoning forth, and while the Now York organi¬ 
zation was holding its quit’ *hd unpublicized gatherings similar dis¬ 
cussions were being held <?n the West Coast, particularly In Angeles, 
and out af such discussions there emerged an organization which, 
after several changes pf name, became the Mattachine Society. Some 
ol the founders hoped that this organization, and the , ™ , 9°* ine 
was then being founded and which continues to be published, ONE, 
would merge, the journal becoming the organ of the association, but 
these hopes could nftl be realized. 

In New York, a discussion group was formed, and spme ot me 
members of the veterans' group affiliated: it met reguMy ond fre¬ 
quently, oriented itself tpward self-education, toward understanding, 
rather than toward social activities. The name was simple and It was 
selected to conceal the nature and purpose; the group was called 
The league, After many meetings, and at a time when some members 
of The league were thinking of becoming o chapter of the Mollochme 
Society, The league suddenly disappeared, frightened by the specter 
of a police invesligotion. But oil was not lost: a few of the members, 
together with a handful of nqnmembers, formed the group that was 
eventually to be called The Mattachine Society of Now York. 

Other groups came forlh: a woman's organization, the Daughters 
of Bililis; groups in Denver, Washington, Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
some of which have since disbanded, others hove thnved and ore 
parts of ECHO. Groups hove been formed that often seem to be at 
cross-purposes, but the homophile movement seems to be a part or me 
American scone. Il took a long time in gelling under way; it has faced 
internecine warfare and internal difficulties; the road has often appear- 
ed to be strewn with insuperable obstacles; but a small group or 
people are going forward, with a determination and a courage that 
cannot but be described os remarkable.

A true and talented filmmaker is Kenneth Anger, who has 
been primarily known for his first publicised and still explosive film 
on the homosexual, "Fireworks", 80 far this film has been the most 
realistic handling of homosexuality on film, though it mpot he over 
ten years oid,' it Should be seen by all, Anger was nloetecu when 
he made thin extraordinary film, and with the viewing of several 
of his later films, bis maturity as an artist and as a technican is 
considerable, SUmc tha advancement of tight pants, the general 
fantasies that the homosexual has held for the American sailor has 
dissolved considerably, though the notion of masculinity, the rape 
complex, sadism committed by rough trade, and other fantasies held 
by some, have pot. So "Fireworks" holds a strong punch for the 
vieweri no matter what the poetics, the film sings as work of an artist. 
It i? the most revealing document of its creator and a analysis of the 
homosexual that is not «t all pretty (though exciting) but absolutely 
honest. 

"The Inauguration of the Pleasure Dome" began with an 
exquisite opening Shot pf Jewels which wore devoured by a guy who 
looked like he w»s made up for a performance of "Turandot", Techni¬ 
cally the film was BUpflFb, With powerful handling of Color by Anger, 
but It strayed intq a world of poetics. Images and symbols which lost 
this viewer, 

After having some trouble with the New York Board of 
Review, (and a snip of the gangbang scene) New York was finally 
permitted to have Its morals impaired with a view of Anger's "Scorpio 
Rising' 1 , which had been seen about town in some of the museums. If 
you hear of it being shown, make it a point to see this film. It was 
more gratifying to see this film with a selection of Anger 1 s films 
(weekends at the City Hall Cinema and Cinematheque in the Village 
in June), because! (1) It confirmed that Anger Is Indeed an artist, and 
(2) perhaps the filmmakers of New York can learn something from 
him, 

"Scorpio Rising" is a comment on tho motorcycle cult, 
the Inherent sadism a«d masochism, and the repressed homosexual 
roots of some of these gangs. With superb cutting, rook and roll 
via the soundtrack, and just getting under the skins of the characters 
that he shows us, Kenneth Anger manages to say more than the 
glamorized "The Wild One", even with the superior acting of Brando. 
After witnessing those sexually orientated Initiations of the so-called 
Straight Male, the most lively gay gangbang sounds quite normal, Ken¬ 
neth Anger pullea no punches, and it is good to know that he was one 
of the winners of the Guggenheim Awards for Film this year.
